To Brother Breeders, Greeting: In presenting you this 
cataiogue I extend a cordial invitation to all lovers of good 
Short Horns to attend this sale and I am sure you will not be 
disappointed in the offering, as Iam consigning my entire 
herd to this sale.

Imp. Mysie 36th—was a red cow, calved October 12, 1871; bred by 
Amos Cruickshank, Sittyton, Aberdeenshire, Scottland, and imported in 
1873, by J. I Davidson of Balsam, Ontario, who at one time was the largest 
importer of Cruickshank cattle in this country. Sanders’ History says: 
‘‘From 1881 to 1887 Mr. Davidson had practically a monopoly of the hand1- 
ing of such stock as Mr. Cruickshank could spare for the American trade, 
and he imported many massive, thick-fleshed, wide-bodied, short-legged 
specimens of the Aberdeenshire type.’’

‘White Butterfly 59141—was a member of our 1909 show herd and 
has developed into a grand cow, a cow with lots .of scale and plenty of 
quality. I think she would make a good cow in the aged cow class this 
fall. Will have calf by Best of Goods by sale time. 


Cruickshank’s Butterflys— are well known as among the best of the 
Scotch families. They have produced many excellent cattle and are highly 
prized by their owners. Sanders’ History savs: ‘‘Strawberry was bought 
by Mr. Cruickshank about 1847. From her daughter Bounty was produced 
Buttercup, called one of the very finest cows ever seen at Sittyton. The 
original Butterfly by Matadore proved long lived and produced many calves 
among which was Lord Byron and Royal Fourth both of which were used 
in the herd.

Cruickshank’s Orange Blossoms—are descended from Jessie by Sov- 
ereign. This family is from the same foundation as the Queen of Beauty’s, 
coming through Queen of Scotland a daughter of Edith Fairfax by Sir 
Thomas Fairfax (5796) whose daughter Queen of the South was one of the 
greatest cows in her day in all Scotland. Mr. Marr’s great bull William 
of Orange was of this noted Orange Blossom family, as was also the prize 
winner Imp. Orange Blossom 18th, sold in 1876 for $3,500, and considered 
almost a model of perfection. She had much to do with bringing Scotch 
cattle into tre popular favor they enjoy.
